AN IMPOSING FUNERAL. 


John Mackay, Jr., Obsequies Observed In 


Paris Today.

PARIS, Oct. 22.—The funeral of John N. 


Mackay, Jr., killed by a fall from his 
horse last Friday, took place today. The 
services were held in the Roman Catholic 
church of St. Ferdinand des Femes. 


The funeral was a remarkable one. In 


many respects it resembled the obsequies 
of a great public personage. The entire 
Mackay mansion was covered with mourn- 
ing drapery. The lamps in front of the 
house were lighted and covered with 
crape, and all street traffic was entirely 
suspended in the vicinity of the Arc de 
Triomphe. 


The hearse was magnificently decorated 


with white and silver trimmings upon a 
background 
surmounted 
with 
black 


plumes and drawn by six white horses. 
Immediately following the hearse were 
funeral cars laden with wreaths, each 
drawn by four black horses. 
The floral 


cars were followed by scores of mourning 
and private carriages flilled with friends 
of the family. 


B. & A. R. K. ACCIDENT. 


A Piece of Loose Machinery Raises Con-

Ex-Governor Ames Dies Suddenly at His Ngrth 


Easton Home. 


BOSTON, Oct. 22.—A dispatch 
from 


Noith Easton announces the death at liH 
summer homo of ex-Governor Ames. 
Heart disease was the immediate cause of 
death. 


Oliver Ames was born in Easton, Feb. 


4, 1S31, He passed the usual public school 
courso of his native town, and prepared 
for college in tho academies at North At- 
tleboro and Leicester. His collego course 
—a special one—was taken at Brown uni- 
versity. Providence. 


OLIVER AUKB. 


Ho began business life as an employe in 


the shovel works of Olivet Ames & Sons. 
He afterward went on the road as travel- 
ing agent for the firm, of which he soon 
became an nctivo partner. 


While engnged in the never ceasing 


round of cares that are incident to tho 
carrying on of immense manufacturing 
establishments, Oliver Ames always found 
time in which to serve his fellow citizens, 
in public matters, whether state, county, 
municipal or social. 


He was 12 years a member of the Easton 


school board; two years in the state 
senate (1880 and 1881); four years lieuten- 
ant governor (1883 to 1886), and governor 
of the commonwealth three years, 1887, 
1888 and 18S9. 


Governor Ames served in the Massachu- 


setts volunteer militia as second lieu- 
tenant, adjutant, major and lieutenant 
colonel. HB was for many years president 
and director of various railroad^, manu- 
facturing and mining corporations and 
banking institutions. Ho was actively 
connected with a number of benevolent 
societies and had a membership in many 
social and political clubs. 


Ex-Govcrnov Ames was married in Nan- 


tucket, March 14, 18BO, to Anna Coffin, 
dauRhtcr of Obed and Anno. .W. Bay, and 
adopted daughter ,of.W411iara Hrnlyren «rf 
Nantuoket. Of this union wore six chil- 
dren: William Hndwen, Evelyn, Anna 
Loe. Susan Evelyn, Lilian and Oukes 
Ames. 


Ex-Governor Ames' summer residence 


was at North Easton. In winter he re- 
sided in Boston, dispensing royal hospi- 
tality at his palatial residence on Com- 
monwealth avenue.

The Old Soldiers Believe the People Will 


be Glad to Help Them. A Brief Histori- 


cal Review. What the Grand Army 


was Organized for and What It Is. 


In April, 1861, when traitors brought 


upon this nation the perils of civil war and 
rebellion, so wicked that its wickedness 
was only equalled by its magnitude, the 
call from the great Lincoln was sounded 
all over that port of the Union which re- 
mained loyal to the old] flag and the con- 
stitution which was framed by our fathers 
for men to rally round him who was oom- 
mander-in-chief of the army and navy. 


The old commonwealth of Massachus- 


etts, which never was second to any other 
in responding to any and all calls made 
upon her by the commander and chief 
was appealed to for men, and her sons 
were the first to shefl their blood that the 
nation might live. 


The old town of Adams, with a previous 


record for filling all demands made upon 
her for men for war. by the governor of 
our old and honored commonwealth, was 
appealed to. Did sbe respond to the call, 
and how did the old, mother town of 
Adams respond? Her officers and business 
men, 
loyal and true "patriots, called 


a mass meeting to eee -what should be 
done. The drums were brought to the 
front and the old town was aroused as 
never beiore. Enthusiasm and patriotism 
ran wild. The young men stepped for- 
ward and said to that ^rand old war gov- 
ernor, "Here am I; send me." 


The town fathers said, "God bless you" 


and remember this: '"That if you should 
fall in the fight or disease should strike 
you down, or if you should be shattered 
in limb or body, or if wife and little ones 
should be bereft of husband and father, 
remember this, that the old town will care 
for them and they aball not want." Such 
was the sentiment of the officers and citi- 
zens in general, nearly all of whom since 
that time have been gathered to their 
fathers. 


For four long years the fight went on 


and as call succeeded call from the presi- 
dent, the old town filled her quota and 
her sons represented her on more than a 
hundred battle fields. When peace dawned 
upon our shattered nation and the loss of 
life was figured up, it'was found that four 
hundred thousand, boys in blue went 
down; three hundred 
thousand more 


were made cripples for life and more than 
a million wives, mothers, sisters and 
daughters were left to mourn for loved 
ones that would never return. A greater 
loss of life than England had in all her 
wars combined-'rinoe she had had a his- 
tory. The old tewW-of Adams holds no 
second place as to her proportion in bear- 
ing the above loss. 


A few years after the war the survivors 


of the Union army organized them- 
selves into what is known as the Grand 
Army of the Republic. Its objects are to 
cultivate the spirit of fraternity, charity 
and loyalty, not the kind, of charity that 
vaunteth itself Or is puffed up, but that 
which suffereth long and is kind, and of 
loyalty that which insists that this country 
is one and indivisable, that it is indeed 
one country and one flag and one only. 
And further, it believes that only by eter 
nal vigilance can liberty be maintained. 


The G. A. R. is not a political order, in 


the sense of party politics. It is a religious 
order but knows no church creed as such. 
It has no color line, but accepts all who 
served our country in her hour of peril 
and have an honorable discharge regard- 
less of color, race, or religions creed or 
faith. 


It believes that charity in practice em- 


bodies the golden rule as given by him 
who spoke as man never spoke. 


North Adams in 1S93 finds the remnant 


of her sons who went forth at their coun- 
try's call far past the prime of life. For 
the past twenty-six years C. D. Saaford 
post has been carrying on her charity 
work in aiding her unfortunate comrades 
and their widows and children. 
Her 


charities in money amount up into thou- 
sands of dollars. C. D. Sanford post would 
not be so unmindful or ungrateful as not 
to acknowledge the very helpful laws 
which the 
national government has 


enacted for the relief ot her defenders, 
and especially our own state, which as 
usual takes the front rank of all thestatea 
in aiding the old soldier by her statute 
laws. This we all admit and are thank- 
ful. 
•> 


But as North Adams was divorced many 


years ago from the mother town and has 
grown so rapidly that she has twite out- 
grown her mother, and is now just on the 
eve of giving birth to her young city; and 
now that she is ready to be numbered 
among the cities of the commonwealth, 
with her own public buildings, state nor- 
mal school, Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciations, with their permanent home (and 
we rejoice with them that they have a 
home) would it not be proper and rightt 
inasmuch as your local G. A. R. post u 
without a home, that you should give 
something hy way of helping them to 
secure cue? We believe that this is the 
iir»t time in our post's history when an 
appeal has come to the public in this way. 


We v.aut a permanent home for the rest 


of our years, few though they may be. In 
a few years more the remnant of the G. 
A. R. will be gone, but we are anxious to 
leave to our young city an humble place 
to be known as Q. A. R. place, and to be 
maintained in the future by our dsscend- 
ents as a charitable institution, a place 
where all our records and war relics may 
be saved to future generations KB object 
lessons. We believe that the safety of 
this government depends upon the edu- 
cation of our children, and any institution 
that promotes the spirit of patriotism is 
a public blessing. 


We should never make this public ap- 


peal if We did not believe that promises 
made to us thirty-four years ago justified 
us in doing it. It is not made through any 
selfish motive, for we haven't a comrade 
but would live on hard tack (was four 
each day) before he wo^ld ask for dona- 
tions for himself. But we make it believ- 
ing that-the citizens of-this young city 
will be pleased to have us do so, and as we 
have so many times received aid unasked 
•for by-as,'we believe this oil will be 


heeded by you. 
We have purchased 


a lot which we expect to make our head- 
quarters as soon as we are able to build us 
a plain but comfortable post house, and 
all who will kindly enclose to us any 
amount they wish to give will receive 
a receipt 
for tbe same with our 


hearty thanks. 


We have made this notice lengthy, but 


it being the first one in our thirty years, 
we trust that the reader's patience will 
not be exhausted until his or her remit- 
tance is enclosed and directed to some 
member of our finance committee. Let 
the young men and womon whose love 
for their country is as strong as their 
fathers' was, but having been born too late 
to serve in the war of the rebellion, let 
them respond also to this call; and to any 
who may find themselves situated finan- 
cially as did Peter of old, send us your let- 
ters of sympathy that we may know we 
are having your kindly support.

a Boy's Face Wedged In a Picket 


Fence. The Probable Consequences 


Should the Calf Live: 


But for the timely arrival of assistance 


.Mrs. Charles Whitmore of 19 Cliff street 
might have been fatally injured yesterday 
afternoon. 


Sbe was hanging out clothes in a rear 


yard at her home when a heifer calf be- 
longing to a neighbor, John Tremble, 
walked into the clothes yard and pro- 
ceeded to chew up some pieces of the 
family washing. On discovering the act 
Mrs. Whitmore tried lo persuade the 
calf to cease the operation by loudly 
"shooing" at it and shaking a piece of 
white cloth which she had in her hands. 
The calf was not to be shooed, and as- 
sumed the offensive immediately. Ceasing 
the process of mastication it rushed at 
Mrs. Whitmore with lowered head. She 
was thrown to the ground and the calf 
jumped upon her and began to furiously 
butt her. Her cries for help were not 
heard at once and for several minutes she 
was at the mercy of the irate animal. Two 
women arrived in answer to the screams 
but proved poor succor in that time of 
need. They attempted to frighten the 
calf away, but were themselves put to 
flight. The beast charged upon them 
with a savage mien. A man came to the 
rescue at that moment and with difficulty 
drove the calf away. 


Mrs. 
Whitman was removed to the 


house and Dr. Millard summoned. He 
found her in a very feeble condition from 
the shock and rough usage. One rib was 
broken on the left side and her body was 
covered with bruises and cuts. No se- 
rious result is apprehended. 


The calf has performed numerous acts 


which have demonstrated its warlike dis- 
position, a recent one being a charge upon 
a boy. 


The boy managed by careful engineer- 


ing to get his head through between two 
of the pickets of a fence that enclosed the 
calf's domain. The animal did not fancy 
tbe idea of being so observed and wt nt up 
to the boy and promptly butted him on 
the face. Several of the boy's teeth were 
knocked out. 


It is wondered, if by any strange freak 


of evolution the calf has inherited some 
goat disposition and the question pro- 
pounded is, what should be done with the 
calf ? To tie it up does not seem to be 
the most satisfactory answer and it is pro- 
posed that it be made veal of. 
The boy 


who lost the teeth perhaps could chew 
some of it and in doing so have a little of 
that pleasant though forbidden feeling 
of revenge. 
The women could dispose 


of their share it they have not already 
become convinced that such diet would 
tend to spoil amicable dispositions. It is 
sure that each one, injured, offended or 
frightened could wear a pair of shoes 
made from the skin of the obnoxious, 
youthful bovine's skin and while wearing 
them could say,"at iast we have succeeded 
in getting part at least of out enemy un- 
derfoot." 


To kill the calf would appear to be the 


only course that self preservation would 
suggest to man. When one contemplates 
tbe possibilties or probabilities that press 
themselves upon the mind should it be 
allowed to live, death is the only reasona- 
ble sentence. Think of it. It might bear 
similarly disposed calves and they in turn 
reproduce their kind. Their combatitive 
and self-protecting disposition, by virtue 
of the law of tbe survival of the fittest, 
might crowd out the present quiet breeds 
of our most useful domestic animals. 
Then how many boys would be merci- 
lessly butted, how many women fright- 
ened or seriously injured ? Then, besides, 
this new class of cow would largely form 
the sustenance of the contemporaneous 
human family. The child would be sus- 
tained on the milk and the ripe in years 
would derive strength from the flesh. 
The dogmas of vegetarians here appal us. 
By them we would reason that there 
would be giviti to the world a human 
race with coarse and brutal natures and 
all because a mis-behaving calf was not 
knocked in the head m the tenth month 
of the year 1895.

How to Freshen Figs. 


Figs, vrtira by long storage have be- 


come hard and \vithered, may be fresh- 
ened without impairing their flavor 
and rendered quite fit for table u&e 
by following these simple directions: 
Steep the dry figs for a few minutes in 
tepid water, wash them well and dry 
them in a towel. Place in a pan and 
heat carefully in a slow oven. Remove, 
roll in powdered sugar and arrange on 
a sieve to dry. 


How to Make * DoLl'a Honae. 


Take a wooden box about 8 feet long 


and 1^ feet wide. This will cost a 
quarter of a dollar. Put the lid on 
hinges and stand, the box on end, the 
lid forming the door or side of the house 
that can be set wide opon. Fit in two 
shelves for floors and cut four holes for 
vt jndows on each floor. Pill these in 
with window glass found around the 
house. Paint the outside of the house 
with a warm yellow with white around 
the windows. Cover the walls with old 
blue cartridge paper with a frieze of 
pale yellow roses and olive pattern on 
the second stqry. Samples of wall paper 
are often given away by dealers and 
would therefore cost nothing. If paper 
must be bought, use instead pale tinted 
silesia or cambric wi;h a little frill a* 
tho top. Fasten to the wall with tacks. 
Add little curtains of lace or cheesecloth 
and make rags or carpets of bits of old 
carpets or heavy cloth.

the Turks. In addition to the reforms 
already approved by the sultan, the in- 
habitants will be protected by troops 
when they visit tbe mountain pastures, 
and they will thus be able to obey the law, 
which provides that they are not to carry 
arms. The nomadic tribes will be settled 
upon lands which will be granted to thorn 
by the government, the Hamidich cavalry 
will be subjected to special regulations 
and four officials will be sent yearly from 
Constantinople to inquire into abuses of 
the new administration.

While In Ohio I had a consultation ad 


Columbns with Governor Foster, ex-Gov- 
ernor Dennison and a number of other 
pcrsuiml friends, all of whom expressed I 
great confidence that by the time the state | 
convention met, Iho friendly feeling in 
favor of Blalno in some of the districts of 
Ohio would l«? waived in deference to tho 
apparent wishes of tha great majority. 
Iu that evont, in case my nomination 
should prove impracticable, the whole del- 
egation could be very easily changed to 
Mr. Blaino. 


Prior to the state convention, I had an 


interview with General Garflold, and ha 
expressed his earnest, desire to secure my 
nomination and his wish to be a dclegate- 
at-larRC. so that he might aid me effec- 
tively. Ho had been chosen United States 
senator to fill the place of Thnrman, 
whose term expired March 4, 1881. I hnil 
not a doubt of the support of Governor 
Foster, I was permitted practically to 
name the four delegates-at-large, and had 
Implicit coulideucfl that these delegates 
would take the lead in my behalf. 


The state Kepublicnu convention of 


Ohio, which met, on April 28, proceeded ad 
once to the business before them. Tho 
persons named by tho convention as delc- 
gates-at-large to the national convention, 
to assemble in Chicago, June 2, were Will- 
iam Donnison, James A. Garueld, Charles 
Foster and Warner M. Bateman, who 
were instructed for me. 


The trend of public sentiment indicated 


that Giant an.I Blaine would each have a 
very strong following iu the national con- 
vention, but that the contest between 
them might lead to my nomination. AftcC 
tho state convention, it was generally as* 
sumed that I would receive the united vote 
of the deles.it.ion, in conformity with i;ho 
expression of opinion by tho convention. 
During this period a few leading men, 
whose names I. do not care to mention, 
made a combination of those unfriendly to 
me, aud jipreed to disregard the preference 


Declared by the State Convention. 


Dnringihe month of May the feeling In 


my favor increased. At this time I was in 
constant communication with General 
Gurfield, as we were both in Washington. 
On May 10 he wrote me: 


I think it will be a mistake for us to assume 


a division in the Ohio delegation. We should 
ine^t and .ict as though wu were of one mind 
until thoso delpsrate-s who are hostile to you 
ret'usts 1o act with us, and if we fail to win 
them over, the separation will be their act, 
not ours. 


The national 'jonvention met at Chicago 


.Tune 2. 1830. It. was called to order by 
Senator Cameron, aud a temporary organ- 
ization, witli Senator Hoar as president, 
was soon perfected. Four days wera oc- 
cupied iu perfecting tho permanent organ- 
ization and tho nomination of candidates 
for president. During this time a minority 
of nine of the delegation from Ohio an- 
nounced their decision to vote for Blaine. 
This was a fatal move for Blaine, and un- 
doubtedly lea to his defeat. 


Nearly font-fifths of the delegation were 


in favor of 3iiy nomination, in pursuance 
of the expressed wishes of th« Ohio state 
convention, but they were all friendly to 
Blaine. and whenever it should have be- 
come apparent that my nomination wag 
Impracticable, the whole delegation could 
easily have been carried for him without a 
division, and thus have secured the nomi- 
nation. The action of these nine dele- 
gates, who refused to carry out the wishes 
of the state convention, prevented the pos- 
sibility of the vote of Ohio being cast for 
Mr. Blaine. 


Long before the convention I had de- 


clared in a published interview that 
"Elaine is a splendid man, able and emi- 
nently fit for president. If nominated, he 
will find no one giving him a heartier 
support than myself." 


Were Close Friends. 


We were connected by early ties of asso- 


ciation and kinship, and had been and 
were then warm friends. Blaine, when 
confident of the nomination, said: 


To no living man does tha American people 


owe a deeper debt of gratitude than to John 
Sherman for giving them resumption with ail 
its, blessings. As secretary of *he treasury ho 
has been the success of the age. He is as em- 
inently nt for president as any man in Amer- 
ica, and should he be nominated all I am cap- 
able of doing will be done to aid in his election. 
Should it be my fortune to become president, 
or should it fall to the lot of any Republican, 
no one elected could afford to do less than iu- 
vite Secretary Sherman to remrjn where he is. 


Tho folly of a few men made co-opera- 


tion impracticable. I received opposition 
iu Ohio from his pretended friends, and 
he, therefore, lost the Ohio delegation, 
which, but for this defection, would have 
mtid« his nomination sure had I failed to 
receive it. 


Mr. Sherman publishes in his book cor- 


respondence with ex-Governor Charles 
Foster, Garflcld and other Ohio men. 
This correspondence, he seems to think, 
indicates that Garfield was not exactly 
fair and honorable m things political at 
the time of the Chicago convention.

Bases of Arbitration or Com- 


promise Swept Aside. 


Insistence of British Sovereignty Over Essen- 


tial Territory at Issue. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Officials of tha 


diplomatic, eorp? state that Jhe official 
statement of thu British foreign, office on 
the Venezuelan question is a decisive re- 
jection of the claims mudc by Venezuela 
and a negative answer to the requests ot 
the United diatea that tho subject be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. Tho statement fol- 
lows: 
In consequence of Venezuela not offering an 


apology for the Crnan incident, the Marciuiil 
ofSulislmiy has taken step-, to inform her as 
to \vhsit reparation Groat Britain requires. 
But, as relation:. H-tween the two countries 
have been broken off for son.e years, the com- 
munie.ilic.n \vas not sent through the diplo- 
matic channel. 
Ai thr document his not reached its destina- 


tion, it, is not conw.loivd de-iirabl.' to give de- 
tails of its commits; but it is couched in forci- 
Lie terms and points out that U-reat Britain 
will not permit Venezuela to overstep tha 
boundaries marked by thw courses of tho 
rivers Uuynni and Ameeura: but is willing 
thatthu question of the other disputed terri- 
tory should be submitted to arbitration. 


The essential feature of the foreign of- 


fice statement is pointed .out to be that 
Great Britain "will not permit Venezuela 
to overstep tho line made by the Amaunra 
and Cuyuui rivers," bat will submit to 
arbitration tho other territory In dispute. 
It is stated that as-there is no other terri- 
tory in. dispute, the British denial of arbi- 
tration is comprehensive and complete. 


The lino made by the Amacura and 


Cuyuui rivers is practically what Is known 
as the Schomburg line. Included within 
it is all the territory on the south bank 
nud at the mouth of tho Orinoco river. 
The British already occupy the north 
bank, so that the official assertion of this ' 
claim to tho south bank gives them thu j 
entire entrance to tho great waterway of j 
South America, Included also within tho j 
lino of the two rivers is a large part— 
probably one-half—of the tract recently 
granted by Venezuela to a United States 
syndicate. 


Under the foregoing circumstances, tho 


statement of the foreign office is said to 
sweep aside all basis of compromise or 
arbitration, such as the United States has 
urged, and to be a final insistence of Brit- 
ish sovereignty over the essential territory 
at issue, covering and commanding tho 
south bank of the Orinoco. 


History of tlie Squabble* 


Venezuela entered in 1832 her first pro- 


test against, British invasion of her terri- 
tory. 
Negotiations went on for many 


years, and iu lt>41 Euglandseut Sir Robert 
Schomburg aa commissioner in Ven- 
cznetan kruiana. Schomburg, instead of 
carefully studying; the boundary question, 
erected a line of posts and other signs of 
possession and frontier, the demarcation 
ot which boundary was perfectly absurd, 
not taking into account topography or 
local tradition and history. 


Protests .were made immediately by 


Senor Fortiquc, the Venezuelan ^minister, 
and, in consequence of • his conference 
with Lord Aberdeen, the' British govern- 
ment, ordered, on Jan. 81, '1842, the de- 
struction of the frontier marks placed by 
Sohomburg of Barima, in the Orinoco re- 
gion. This order was executed by the 
governor of British Guiana, and notice of 
the fact was coinmunicated to Venezuela 
by Mr. O'Leary on April 8,1843. 


Tho recent discovery of gold in the Cu- 


yuni, Yimidri and other parts of the con- 
tested territory incited the British colon- 
ists to pusli their settlements farther and 
farther inside the Venezuelan land. They 
pretended to have discovered thero re- 
mains of old Dutch forts, which would 
have been an evidence that theso settle- 
ments had belonged to Holland, and were, 
consequently, tho rightful property of 
Kn gland. 


But a Venezuelan explorer, 
Count. 


Momballo, went to live for many months 
among the savnge Indians of the region, 
nnd ho failed to discover any traces of 
Dutch forts. This exploration and Count 
Momballo's declarations have narrowed the 
whole question to one of veracity, which 
could be easily decided by arbitrators, if 
the British foreign office were not ob- 
stinate in its resolution'to refuse any kind 
of arbitration. 


At Urnan, on the Cuyunl river, thero is 


B British police station, wuere a commis- 
sioned officer with a small force has looked 
after British rights. Across the river, op- 
posite to Urnan, the Venezuelans not 
long since buili a station on their own 
territory, and gradually increased the 
force in charge till it overntimbered the 
British force at. Urnan 10 to 1. 


They then crossed the river Cuyuni to 


the British post and informed the officer 
in charge that his security depended upon 
his remaining inactive. If he did any- 
thing, he would be Interfered with. 
Finally the Venezuelan officers arrested 
the Bfitish agents and created the "inci- 
dent" for which Great Britain demands 
reparation at the cannon's mouth.
